CHAPTER, 7. 


IN WHICH JOHN BOWS THE WIXD. 


John Varey Nicholson was stupid; yet, 


stupider men than ho ore now sprawling in 
parliament, and lauding themselves as the 
authors of their own distinctioo. He was of 
a fat habit, even from boyhood, and inclined 
to a cheerful and cursory reading of the face 
of life; and possibly this attitude of mind was 
tho original cause of bis misfortunes. Beyond 
this hint philosophy is silent on his career, 
and superstition steps in with the more ready 
explanation that he was detested of the gods. 


His father—that iron gentleman—had long 


ago enthroned himself on the heights of the 
Disruption Principles.

occasionally the talk ran on the residuary 
establishment and the doings of one Lee.' A 
stranger to the tight little theological king- 
dom of Scotland might have listened and 
gathered literally nothing. And Mr. Nichol- 
son (who 
was not a dull man) knew this, and 


raged at it 
He knew there was a vast world 


outside, to whom disruption principles were 
as tho chatter of tree top apes; tho paper 
brought him chill whiffs from it; he had met 
Englishmen who had asked lightly if ho did 
not belong to the Church of Scotland, and 
then had failed to be much interested by his 
elucidation of that nice point; it was an evil, 
wild, rebellious world, lying sunk in dozened- 
ness, for nothing short jof a Scot's wore will 
paint this Scotsman's feelings. And when he 
entered into his own house in Randolph 
Crescent (south side), and shut the do»r be- 
hind him, bis heart swelled with security. 
Here, at least, was a citadel impregnable by 
right hand defections or left hand extremes. 
Here was a family where prayers came at 
the same hour, where the Sabbath literature 
was unimpeachably selected, where the guest 
who should have leaned to any false opinion 
was instantly set down, and over which there 
reigned all week, and grew denser on Sun- 
days, a silpnco that was agreeable to his car, 
and a gloom that he found comfortable. 


Mrs. Nicholson had died about thirty, and 


left him witli three children—a daughter two 
years, and a son about eight years younger 
than John; anil John himself, the unlucky 
bearer of a name infamous in English his- 
tory. The daughter, Maria, was a good girl- 
dutiful, pious, dull, hut so easily startled 
that to speak to her was quite a perilous 
enterprise. "I don't think I care to talk about 
that, if you please," she would say, and strike 
tho boldest speechless by her unmistakable 
pain; this upon all topics—dress, pleasure, 
morality, politics, in which the formula was 
changed to "my papa thinks otherwise," and 
even religion, unless it was approached with 
a particular whining tone of voice. Alexan- 
der, the younger brother, was sickly, clever, 
fond of books and drawing, and full of 
satirical remarks.

Colette (whose name I do not know 
how to spell, for I was never in epistolary 
communication with that hospitable outlaw) 
was simply an unlicensed publican, who gave 
suppers after 11 at night, the Edinburgh hour 
of closing. If you belonged to a club, yon 
could get a much better sapper at the same 
hour, and lose not a jot in public esteem. But 
if you lacked that qualification, and were 
an hungered, or inclined toward conviviality 
at unlawful hours, Colette's was your only 
port. You were very 01 supplied. The com- 
pany was not recruited from the senate or 
the church, though the bar was very well 
represented on the only occasion on which I 
flew in the face of my country's laws, and, 
taking my reputation in my hand, penetrated 
into the grim supperhouse.

It is very seldom that one will find a sea- 


man deliberately committing a deed which 
will lay himstilf liable to arrest, and when 
such a case is met with it will nlmost invari- 
ably be found thnt I he net was done to assist 
a friend or shield a emnrndo from tlio conse- 
quences of some mi.-idti",!. 


A few yenr-i ago, shortly after tho capture 


of Capt. Fry<? and crew of thu American 
steamer Virginius, and the subsequent execu- 
tion of a part of tho sonw by tho Cuban 
authorities, I bocamo entangled with the 
Spanish soldiers of tho beautiful tropic isle- 
of Cuba, and my acquaintance with them 
came very iii-aa- putting an end to my voyage 
of life. 


I was a master of a trim little bark sailing 


from Boston and engaged in tho West India 
trade. 


One evening while tho vessel was lying at 


a wharf in. the latter port, where sho .was re- 
ceiving cargo for Matanzas, I wasr sitting 
upon tho quarter rail enjoying an after sup- 
per smoke when I observed a young man of 
perhaps 35 years of ago coming/down tho 
dock very leisurely. 
/ 


As he got abreast of where I was seated ho 


stopped and witX a very affable smile bado 
mo "good o voting" and then inquired if wo 
were not bound to tho "West Indies. Assur- 
ing him that we were, he stepped aboard, re- 
marking that -io belonged in Cuba and was 
looking for a vessel in which to take passage. 


• I rather liked tho appearance of 
tho 


stranger, and seeing a chance to make a fow 
dollars for myjowners by taking a" passenger, 
as wo had plbnty of room in the cabin, I 
offered to takd him and wo soon agreed upon 
terms, tho stranger promising to givo mo 
fifty dollars irj the morning for his passage 
to the island. ' 


The following day, while sipping coffeo in 


company with! tho raato, I was surprised to 
see our prospective passenger with a small 
valise in hand hurrying down tho wharf. 


There was n D ono about, as tho hour was 


quite early. 


Ho stepped c uickly on board, and with tho 


utmost politenfcss bid me a very "Good morn - 
ing." 
After partaking of a cup of coffeo 


with us I invited him be(pw and showed him 
the room ho Vas to occupy during the pas- 
sage.

Ho was very! well satisfied with the accom- 


modations, anil taking oat a well filled wallet 
ho paid mo tl«J price- agreed upon, then and 
there. 
' 


"This bag,"|ho remarked, indicating the 


small sachel in his hand, "contains somo 
articles of value, and I should bo well pleased 
if you would :ake care of it for mo until wo 
roach Matanzcji. " 


Of course I was perfectly willing to accom- 


modate him, r.nd took tho bag; he then went 
ashore, promising to be on board in the even- 
ing, as we were going to sea the following 
morning. 


When left alone I turned my attention to 


tho bag, whien was still in my hand; ib was 
small and neat, and, I judged, quite an ex- 
pensive affair. 


Turning it over I observed an address 


painted in white letters upon tho bottom; it 
read: "Senor F.oderiquez Gonzalez, 13 Plaza di 
Poco, Matany-, Cuba." 


The Plaza di Poco -I knew quito well, as I 


hod been n\ary times to Matanzas and had 
roamed considerably about the city. 


It was a pliinsant little open square, sur- 


rounded by tbe homes of tho middle class, 
most of whom1 were native born Cubans. 


However, I und not not much time to spend 


with tho bag, so I threw it into my bunt and 
closed and loe ted the stateroom door boforo 
going ashore. 


A master ot a vessel is always very busy 


on tho day before sailing, as there is sure to 
bo a great deal of business to attend to, and 
my iMissengerj never entered my mind but 
ODCO, and that was when I went to "clear"' at 
the custom house. 


It was quite lato when I returned to tho 


vessel, and on entering my room the presence 
of tho bag reminded me of the Cuban, so call-

offlcor'a reply. 


In the morning everything was bustling 


end active. Tho crow wore aboard and the 
towboat alongside shortly after daylight, bat 
nothing bad yet been seen of oar passeogon 


The pilot and tho captain of the tag were 


anxious to start, but I was bound to wait un- 
til fcho last; moment to give tho young fejlow 
a phauce. 


Soon our overtaxed patience was roivarded. 


A hack dashed down tha wharf and drew up 
at the vessel's side. 


It was not tho Cuban who alighted, howr 


over, but a tol *graph boy waving a dispatch 
in bis hand and calling for "Capt Graham, 
bark Rambler." 


"Here, boy, herel" I cried, jumping into 


tho mizzea channels to reach the message, 
which I quickly tore open and read: 
"Capt. Graham, bark Rambler, 


•wharf, Boston. 
"Through. unfoi-eseen.dnwnstQace&ifc will 


bo Impossible for me ta make tho passage 
with you. Please deliver the little bog I left 
to the address upon it, and retain tho money 
I paid you for your trouble, 
GOKEALEZ." 


Hastily thrtsttng tho bit of paper Into my 


pocket, I called to tho pilot, "All right, pilot, 
let her go*— and in a few moments-we were 
heading down the harbor, tho tow-boatpuff- 
ing away alongside, while tho crew- wererQp- 
idly spreading tho white canvna, tacAtsh, tfao . 
strong "westerly wind that was to gtvous/a 
good start upcn oar voyage, and, as may- be - 
supposed, there was no thought of the Cuban 
leitjwhind, 
, 


'" The passage down to the island was with- 
out event and wti came to anchor in Mimtfln- 
zas after, a run of eighteen, da^s. . ' , 
' " 


. . "Wo were, of course, beardod by> tlio full 
force , ot . Ciab^n oIBcial^reyenucv military 
and uaval-^d.oftec'a close. Bcrutiny of oar 


wore moro closely watched than they had 
over before been; they even went so for as to 
place, beside the regular custom house officer, 
a soldier of the army on board tho vessel 


This strict surveillance did not at all please 


me, and I was now determined to deliver tho 
bag to No. 13 Plaza di Poco in spite of all tho 
Spaniards on tho island. 


I fully realized that it would bo no easy 


matter to get the bag out of the vessel with- 
out the officers detecting me, although it was 
but a small parcel. 


I watched my chance, however, and one 


day it came. 


Several American captains, whose vessels 


were in port, had mode up a party to visit 
tho renowned Crystal cave, that lies upon 
tho eastern side of tho Bay of Matonzai Of 
course each one must carry some refresh- 
ments for themselves and their boat's crew, 
and hero I saw an opportunity to smuggle the 
bag ashore. 


Accordingly, the night before tho picnic, I 


spoke to the officers over a glass of brandy 
which I put out for their special benefit, and 
requested permission to take some eatables 
ashore the next day. 


They gave their consent without hesita- 


tion, and I at once called tho steward, to pack 
up his "dog basket1' with provisions and 
drinkables, and purposely had him make a 
display of doing this before tho officials, as I 
wanted them to see everything that went 
into the basket.

start by daylight. 


Along tho middle of the night, when I was " 


sure that everything was quiet, I turned out, 
and, securing tho basket, hurried back to my 
room, where I removed some of tho food and 
put tho Cuban's bag in its stead and again 
returned tho basket to the cabin table. 


All the tune I could hear tho footsteps of 


tho officer wbo was on watch pacing the 
deck overhead, but as there was no light in 
the cabin I had no fear of being detected. 


In tho mprning everything worked as I had 


expected \i went over into the boat in which 
wcro two of my men, and the steward handed 
down the basket; waving an adieu to the offi- 
cers wo pulled away across the bay. 


"When well over to tho eastern shore I took 


the bag out of the basket and changed the 
course of the boat so as to land on tho out- 
skirts of tho city. 


Reaching tho shore, I instructed my men to 


pull for the cave where they would meet the 
other captains and deliver tho basket to them, 
and say that "business had called me to town, > 
but I would join them some time during the 
day."

A few minutes later I was seated in a vo- 


lanto {Cuban carriage) and was being driven 
slowly (a Cuban team will never travel fast) 
in tho direction of tho Plaza di Poco. 


Turning into tho square, in tho center of 


which wero growing rare- and beautiful 
plants, I observed several policemen find 
Spanish soldiers lounging about, but as one 
"cannot take fifty steps in any Cuban city 
without meeting one or more of these ser- 
vants of tho crown, T paid but little attention 
to their presence. 


I, however, ordered the carriage to stop 


several doors from tho house of which I was 
in search, and, after dismissing tho driver, I 
proceeded on foot. 


Number thirteen differed little from its 


neighbors save an unusual air of quiet by 
which it seemed to be surrounded; it had.the 
same largo iron gateway leading into the in- 
closed area peculiar to oil Cuban houses; the 
same long, barred, open windows, but, like 
the majority, those wero furnished with close 
blinds, which effectually 
precluded the

Approaching tho gate I rapped loudly with

THE ARREST.

of the bag in my cabin from the officers, and 
then stealthily conveyed it ashore and deliv- 
ered it to the address upon it, was a strong, 
very strong point against me, and it re- 
quired all tho eloquence of tho consul to 
prove that I was ignorant of the contents of ' 
the bag. 
- 


"If tho prisoner had been aware what was 


within tho bag, would bo have dared to have 
taken it to 13 Plaza di Poco in broad day- 
light, when tho plaza is full of soldiers and 
members of the secret servicof1 asked my 
countryman andxlefender. 


This argument bore weight, For some ten 


minutes the officers conversed apart, while 
the consul did his best to cheer me up. 


When everything had been fixed appar- 


ently to their satisfaction an elderly soldier, 
one who seemed to be chief among my judges, 
arose and in a lengthy speech imposed my 
sentence. 


'•The court had found that I had been but 


an unwitting agent, and therefore was not 
wholly responsible, but inasmuch as I had 
surreptitiously conveyed the bag ashore I 
had thereby violated the customs rule and 
was consequently found guilty and ordered 
to pay a fine of $500 in gold, and to remain 
imprisoned within the fort at Matanzas until 
the sum was paid." 


Oh, what a relief. ( I almost fainted on 


hearing the sentence, tho reaction was so 
great! 


As may bo imagined it required but a few 


moments for the consul to give his bond for 
tho amount, and I was a free man. 


I had no desire to remain longer within 


the walls of tho grim old fortress, after my 
release, and in carapany with my defender 
hurried out through a sally jwrt which was 
opened for our egress, and as we were pass- 
ing through, much to our surprise, the con- 
tents of my pockets (which had been taken 
from mo the previous night], were returned 
to me. 


Thus was ended my first and last tilt with 


the bli! d goddess, which far famed lady may 
bo said to bo doubly blind in the distant 
islands of tho Antilles. 


I afterward ascertained that tho Spaniards 


had failed to secure the person of Senor Gon- 
zalez as ho had left the city the same day of 
my visit, but as I had been seen to enter his 
house with a bag and leave it without one, 
and as he was known to hold strong revolu- 
tionary principles the authorities thought it 
their duty to urrest me, thinking that I was 
at least a sympathizer, and that through fear 
of instant death I would reveal some secrets 
of tho insurgents.

Tbo Shooting of Gen. Nelson- 


Mr. Lincoln was much troubled when he 


learned that his "sailor dragoon," Gen. Nel- 
son, had been shot by Eton. Davis in a hotel 
at Louisville. Gen. Nelson was over six feet 
in height, weighed over 250 pounds, and was 
notoriously strong, while Gen. Davis was a 
quiet little gentleman, who never troubled 
any one. 


Senator Morton, with Gens. Nelson and 


Davis, were conversing together, when Nel- 
son became exciti-d and deliberately slapped 
Davis in the right cheek. Davis and Morton 
stepped back, and Morton gave Davis a pis- 
tol. Davis advanced toward Nelson, who 
was leaning against tho bar, leveled the pistol 
and fired. At the puff of the revolver Nelson 


ft " put his hand on his heart, and whon the by- 
* 
standers ran up they heard him say: "I'm a 
dead man. Send for an Episcopal clergy- 
man," 


His friends carried him into a little room 


under tho stairs. They opened his clothes 
and fuund near the heart a little blue mark 
about tho size of a buckshot, and that was all. 
Tho wound had closed; no blood was run- 
ning; you would hardly notice that it was a 
wound. By good luck, there was an Episco- 
pal clergyman, a man with whom Nelson 
was intimate, in tho house. He was sent for 
and came immediately, and when he entered 
the room all others withdrew. In abqMt ten 
minutes we were told that Nelson was dead. 


Quite a number came running up at tha 


•pound of the shot and among; them a police- 
(man, who arrested Davia Davis went with 
him quietly, but upon Gen, Buell being in- 
formed of it he made a''demand upon the 
mayor for the delivery of Davis to him, 
which, after a momentary hesitation, was 
done. No notice was taken of tho affair. 
Everybody felt sorry that Nelson was killed, 
but they understood that Davis could not do 
anything else than what he did do. He had 
been struck, and if ho hadn't resented iJL.no 
would have been disgraced and eompelleu to 
leave the army. He could not resent it any 
other way.—Ben: Perley Poore in Boston 
Budget.

Limits of Human Senses. 


The limited nature of the human senses, 


whereby we may fail to perceive an all per- 
vading "second universe," has been greatly 
emphasized by the progress-of science sinco 
Isaac Taylor reasoned from it in his "Phj-si- 
cal Theory of Another Life" half a century 
ago. Improvement in spectroscopy and pho- 
tography show that invisible rays extend as 
far beyond the violet end of tho spectrum as 
tho length of the spectrum itself, and indeed 
must continue until the vibrations "become 
infinitely rapid and infinitely small." Some 
of these ultra rays can bo made visible byan- 
terposing a substance that lessens then- re- 
frangibility. 


Professor Stokes, the physicist, found that 


when a tube filled with a solution of quinine 
sulphato was moved along the spectrumi "on 
arriving nearly at the violet extremity a 
ghostlike gleam of pale blue light shot across 
the tub; it did not cease until tho tube 
had been moved far beyond the violet ex- 
tremity of tho spectrum visible on the 
screen." The wave lengths of tha spectrum 
sun rays have been measured, and wo per- 
ceive only those that are from about ono 
forty to ono sixty thousandth of an inch; to 
all others we are blind. Bo of sound; the 
human ear, practically, hears only those 
sounds tlmt come from forty to 4,000 vibra- 
tions of tho air per second, though tho pos- 
sible limit lias been traced to near 40,000. The 
microphone reveals a new range of notes, and 
it is conceivable that this instrument, in con- 
nection with sympathetic and harmonic 
vibrations, may bring down to audibility still 
higher sources of sound. It is not afQrmable 
that any construction of mortal eye and ear 
could disclose the supernal; but it is certain 
that there is very much visiblo that we -don't • 
know bow to discern.—The Forum. 


- IleBcuo of the Shipwrecked.^ 


A now plan for the rescue of shipwrecked 


sailors, which it is thought is a great im- 
proveiiient on the inventions now employed, 
has been proposed to Secretary Whitney by 
Rear Admiral Ammen. 
It consists of the 


construction of what is called a balsa, or a 
float 
Tho rear admiral suggests the follow- 


ing method of launching them: "The head 
sail should^ bo hoisted so as to bring tho wind 
quarterly; oil bags would be thrown over 
from each quarter. The raiting at the stern 
fitted for unshipping would be let down and 
the launching skids put in placo and the 
balsa carried aft by eight men and lowered 
with four on it. Then a rough car to fit in 
the skids would be loaded with tho helpless 
persons and lowered to the balsa, be received 
and placed, and the operation continued until 
the boat has her load, then she would be cast 
adrift, make a drag of her mast and sail, 
throw overboard her oU bag, and the same 
operation would be repeated until every ono 
was embarked. 
Then they should fasten to 


each other in sections of fives." The balsa 
consists of two casks, upon which a platform 
is laid. In the casks are scuttles for stowing 
provisions. A sufficient number of them to 
carry a thousand people could, in tho opinion 
of tho rear admiral, bo carried on a large 
steamer without inconvenience.— Chicago 


Plea Cor the Public Schools. 


Criticise the public schools as wo please, we 


aro all obliged to own, after investigation, 
that they offer to overy child who enters 
thorn certain advantages which no private 
wealth can buy. In our cities and largo 
towns they are, to begin with, as clean as the 
decks and cabins of. a man of war. 
Every 


child who enters them learns, so far as tha 
school room influence goes, habits of neat- 
ness, method, decorum and punctuality- 
points of training hardly to bo surpassed in 
their importance, not only for tho mental, 
but for tho moral nature. When I enter 
such a school room, and come upon flfty 
little people marching in procession to or 
from their seats, obedient to a wave- of a 
linger from tho resolute youth or maiden who 
has them iu charge, and whon I reflect that 
all across a continent, from tho Atlantic to 
tho Pacific, this same process is going on. 
then that mcfdest teacher's work rises into 
sublimity, and scorns one among innumerable 
shuttles that aro together weaving the vast 
web of a new generation,—"T W H" in 
Harper's Bazar.
